In this last stage of the war in which 
we are now engaged the interaction be- 
tween its military and its political sides

diate and exact. The next step lies with 
the enemy. We shall soon see what atti- 
tude they intend to adopt towards the

The 
most obtuse German cannot possibly mis- 
interpret Mr. Wilson s plain language, 
and this attitude of financial circles—

wise to count upon such an event without 
a further exertion of the Allies’ military 
pressure ; but it is clear that the estimate 
of its military and internal situation upon 
which it will base its decision must be one 
without a single feature of hope to relieve 
its gloom: 

The difficulties of its military situation 
and of its internal situation develop with 
equal steps, Competent and cautious 
observers of the progress of events in Ger- 
many are inclined to believe that the fear 
of a democratic upheaval, the end of 
which could not be foreseen, was a real 
and vital element in the determination 
of the German Government to ask for 
peace. The German péople are con- 
fronted with the imminent prospect of 
that event the very possibility of which 
they have always refused to contemplate— 
not only absence of victory, but absolute 
defeat.

Whether the Government will make a last 
effort to rally the people to its side to the | as 
ery of “national: defence” depends, how- 
ever, on whether it anticipates such a 
military defeat as will throw open the soil 
of Germany to invasion, and thereby pre- 
cipitate a popular upheaval. The fortunes 
of the Scheldt-Sombre battle during the 
next few days will probably exercise a 
decisive influence upon its reading of the 
military situation. The whole point of 
the enemy’s military problem at this 
moment is not whether they shall retreat, 
but at what cost and when. Their inten- 
tion is clearly to effect a retirement on 
to a short and strong line—in the first 
place, the line of the Meuse. The ques- 
tion, however, is not merely whether they 
can get back at all, but in what condition 
they get back if they succeed in doing so. 
The essential factor in the retreat is its 
cost. Whatever uncertainty surrounds 
the military situation there is no ques- 
| tion at all that its cost at present is very 
high. 

What really governs the situation is the 
appalling drain in men suffered by a 
force which is already insufficient, and is 
losing strength much faster than it can be 
replaced. If they are to extricate their 
Armies at all the enemy are compelled to 
fight their hardest in circumstances 
strategically most disadvantageous in 
order to keep open their heavily congested 
lines of retreat. If they succeed in re 
treating to a shorter line the mere waste 
and loss of men incurred in getting back 
to that line may easily offset its valye for 
defence. If the enemy eventually arrjve

Public Health. 

The gravity of the prevailing epidemic 
of influenza emphasises the necessity for 
reforms in the medical service associated 
with local government. In his annual 
report Sir Arthur Newsholme, Medical 
Officer to the English Local Government 
Board, discusses the question at length, 
and indicates the reforms which he be- 
lieves are most urgently required. He 
pleads for research on a greatly increased 
scale into the causation of disease; the 
extension of communal action for the pre- 
vention and treatment of disease, and the 
more complete training of the medical pro- 
fession for this work ; and the extension 
and simplification ‘of administrative 
machinery. He insists upon the general 
principle that the prompt and early de- 
tection and treatment of disease in its 
widest definition is one of the chief means 
for securing social efficiency, and that 
“the better orgahisation of the treatment 
of the sick from whatever disease they are 
suffering must be regarded as a ‘chief 
object of the public health administra- 
tion.” Sir Arthur lays down nine condi- 
tions of further improvement in public 
health work. The chief of these is that 
medical services should be readily avail-

GOOD PROGRESS ON WIDE 
FRONTS. 

Dealing with the military situation on the 
Western fronts early on Friday, the Press As- 
sociation says :— 

The number of prisoners captured by the 
British during the past two days in the attack 
south of Valenciennes is over 8,000. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the British-line on

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GENERAL DEBENEY’S 
- FEAT. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF HIS NEW 
MOVE. 


In @ message dated Friday evening, 6.30, the 
Press Association's Special Correspondent with 
the French Army says:—The operations in 
which General Debency’s Army are now en- 
gaged were only rendered possible by a toil- 
some preliminary change of front, and a num- 
ber of sharp fights for positions. Following 
the retreating Germans fron: the Hindenburg 
line, General Débeney found himself, up against 
the formidable barrier of the Oise and the 
Sambre Canal. The Germans, with their usual 
forethought, had dammed ther upper Oise at 
several points im anticipation of their retreat. 
The dams were blown up when the enemy fell 
back behind the river, and the accumulated 
mass of watar ruhed down the river, flooding 
the marshy bottom of the. valley from Guise 
to La Fere. Beyond the angle of the Oise the 
German water line is carried on by the Oise- 
Sambre Canal, which is six yards wide and two 
deep, and is defended along its whole length 
by enemy machine gun posts and concrete shel- 
ters. At the cost of heavy individual sacrifices, 
bridgeheads were formed on the east bank of 
the Oise at Anguilcourt and Mont dOrigny, 
but the enemy, with such a ditch between him 
and his assailants, was immovable. It was 
decided to shift the whole weight of the attack 
fpom the west bank of the Oise to the north 
bank of the Serre. The movement necessitated 
considerable preparatory labour. Roads had to 
be made, and bridges for the passage of a 
large force, with its artillery, had to be 
thrown across the lower Oise and the Serre. 
Certain advanced positions had to be captured 
before the main attack was launched, and, as 
illustrating the determination of the enemy, it 
is noteworthy that Ferriere Farm, which w4s 
taken and lost in yesterday's fighting, and on 
the edge of which our troops were fighting this 
morning, had been taken and lost on September 
2ist. The French infantry were close to Villers- 
le-Sec at midday, and its fall is probable. The 
loss of this position may eompel the enemy to 
fail back a considerable distance »efore. renew- 
ing the battle on the Hunding Line. The 
woakness of Von Hutier’s position lies in the 
fact that it is menaced by the offensive of 
Rawlinson's armies in his rear. Any successfu! 
advance up the Valley of the Sambre must 
bring about the instant retirement of the whole 
German line between the Oise and the Argonne.
